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Mefluages, Lands, Tenements, and Heredita- 
ments, and of the Contract for the Redemp- 
tion of ſuch Land Tax, to the ſaid Commiſ- 
ſioners, it ſhall be lawful for them, or any 
Two or more of them, to contract with ſuch

prized therein, fhall be wholly exonerated 
from Land Tax from the ſaid Twenty, fifth 
Day of March One thouſand eight hundred ;
